The portrait of Dean William Allen 
Wilbur, by Richard Meryman, Wash- 
ington artist, was presented to the 
University last Saturday afternoon at 
a reception under the auspices of the 
Portrait Committee. Two hundred 
and more of the Dean's friends gath- 
ered In the chapel ot Lisner Hall to 
witness the exercises incident to the 
actual unveiling and to honor him 
who holds so unique a place in the 
reverence and respect of all with 
whom he comes in contact. 

The portrait, a beautiful affair, 
shows Dean Wilbur, in academic 
robes, seated at a table holding a 
copy of his English rhetoric. A back- 
ground, merged with the main figure, 
yet so portrayed as to give a distant, 
panoramic effect, represents two 
ships, sailing vessels, bound In op- 
posite directions and about to pass. 
The coloring in the portrait is beauti- 
ful, the white of the sails and the 
teather-edges of the waves blending 
with the blue of the sky; and the
